MEDICAL SOCIETY

Amendment to Constitution 
Brought Up For Discus- 
v sion— Dr. Gordon Spoke. 



The Medical Underrraduate Society 
met last night In the assembly hall 
of the New Medical Building.

Last evening, after an informal 
dinner. Prof. Smith, of "Varsity, gave 
a . splendid illustrated lecture on 
assimilating the would-be Canadians 
In Western Canada. After dealing 
briefly with the. OrJontal— especially 
the Japanese— pfoEWnl 1U British 
Columbia, the lecturer "turned to the 
more fascinating story of the 
Ukeralne, or Little Russian, Colon/ 
north-east of Edmonton, containing 
60,000 unassimilated Rultunians, i.e., 
Ukeralnians. These people have been 
there for «s much aJF twenty year* 
A generation has grown up without 
any civilizing forces or education 
The Dominion Government in its 
anxiety to fill up their vacant western 
plains ". dumped these people on the 
prairies " to fish for themselves. The 
result is a foreign people in a great 
country /with great potentialities and 
poveiised circumstances. There are 
only a few schools and fewer teachers 
to bring up these children into Cana- 
dian ideals. Tho old folks cannot be 
changed, hut their children are bright 
and clover— all they need is help and 
training. Tho appeal was made fo' - 
teachers, proachers, doctors and cash 
to aid in the . assimilation of these 
people drawn to Canada by visions ot 
home unmaterialized. 

There are 2»4 millions of foreign 
people in Canada to assimilate — a 
process as yet unattempted very 
largely except by the churches. The 
Presbyterians ..ind Methodists have 
fine schools and hospitals at a few 
centres to try to. relieve their grea,t 
ignorance and distress. These are 
few axl far apart. The need is for 
enlightened and progressive govern- 
ment schools and hospitals, but these 
are not forthcoming. Hence the 
church, as a pioneer in such work, is 
called upon to break the sod in this 
great and useful task. No better 
agency can be thought of to first 
touch the impressionable young life 
of these young péôple thirsty for 
knowledge and eager to become a real 
citizen in their adopted country.

CRITICISM OF COLLEGE MEN 

It is no infreqent thing nowadays to hear the remark made, by 
. journalists, ' College men— yes, they're all very well in theory,, but; in 
*praç'tïcfi v thev don't work out." There is, we believe, a, certain amount 
-of- reason for this statement, although it is greatly over-stressed by 
those who have never enjoyed the benefits of a College education. 
It cannot be defied that looking strictly to the academic side of things 
• ? at a university 'there is not a great deal of influence exerted ïn 'the 
direction of enabling a man to hold his own in the business world. 
Indeed, no college claims to do this-the faculty; quite rightly, would 
regard it as entirely outside their province. 

Nevertheless the average student must realize that the chances of 
his being able to go through life without in some way meeting with 
situations that call for powers of organization and executive ability 
' are few indeed. On this side of the water, at least, the men are not 
J numerous who are privileged to live their lives in an academic atmo- 
sphere untroubled by business cares. Where is the necessary ac- 
quaintance with the methods employed to be acquired? 

• The answer, we think, lies in part in the fact that there are many 
college activities which demand a good deal of acumen on the part 
of those charged with them. No one could make such a ridiculous 
overstatement as to claim that "captains of industry" will be developed 
at a seat of learning; but none the less to think that the student must 
of necessity stand aloof from the busy life of his contemporaries is 
an almost equally grave error. 

It is then of the highest importance that men should early in. 
their courses get in touch with the big activities about college and 
get an elementary training that may stand them in good stead later

' So winsome Winnie buffeted by the 
"crool" hand of Fate and thrown on 
(ho hard, hard world, is pursued 
through twenty pages of print. Hold 
tho, gentle reader, she is rescued in 
the nick of time by our handsome 
hero, who proves to be a "Dook," and 
she discovers in the last few pages of 
a very thrilling story, that ner birth 
was not what she thought is was. To 
quote the simple and demure girl's 
. own brilliant words: 
. "Oh, Sir, I thought all tho time 
that you had an upper birth and 1 a 
lower." — 

It all ends happily — of course. The 
bowhiskcred villain is foiled. (As all 
'"" perfectly good romances of the year 
1876 should end.) 

"Winsome Winnie" is the first story 
in the volume, "Winsome Winnie and 
Other New Nonsense Novels," by 
Stephen Loacock. There arc six In- 
cluded in this book. They are all de- 
lightfully amusing, very clever bur- 
lesque of the usual types^ of short 
stories. Your favorite is here, bo it 
a sea, detective, love, or adventure 
8 tory. 

Especially worthy of comment is 
"John and I. or now 1 Nearly Lost 
My Husband." It is done in the fash- 
ion of the best Heart and Home maga- 
zine. There Is not as much joyouB 
nonsense In this story as the others. 
The humor of If is quieter, which has 
ils own appeal. There Is also a Civil 
War story which struck us as being 
particularly good. "The Blue and the 
Gray" is the title of the story, and 



the author declares this title was se- 
lected because of its originality! 

Mr. Leacoek has acquired a style 
of writing for this particular type or 
story which is almost irresistible. To 
burlesque a story may be easy, but 
to do it well is a more difficult mat- 
ter. There is evidently a certain art 
and knack to it. Mr. Leacoek has 
discovered it. 

The humor in the book is "easy," 
and to use a slang expression, it Is 
rather a happy-go-lucky sort of hu- 
mor. There are a few places in the 
book where Mr.. Leacoek carries his 
humor a little too far, 'but these 
places are so Infrequent that they are 
not detrimental to the book as a 
whole. 

To us this present volume of stories 
is the best thing the author has done 
since the lirst volume of Nonsense 
Novels. Several of the stories in this 
book have appeared only recently in 
the Century Magazine, and one of the 
present group was printed in Judge. 

There are some people in the world 
who might read this book and take it 
seriously — We wonder?

'S FUTURE

Followers of College Athletics 
Are Interested Regarding 
Course of President. 



j Followers of college athletics In the 
eastern part of the United States are 
wondering just what influence the 
election of Dr. James Rowland Angell 
as president of Yale University may 
have on the future of Yale sports di- 
rectly and all eastern college sports 
indirectly. The new president has for 
a number of years been an advocate 
of intercollegiate athletics on a less 
pronounced basis than has been. prac- 
tised by many of the colleges and 
universities of the United States and 
many believe that his views will 
hardly conform to the system which 
has been prevailing at Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton and a great majority of 
the eastern colleges. 

At the University of Chicago, Presi- 
dent Angell took a quite prominent 
part of the handling of athletics at 
that university as well as in the man- 



of the collegiate world as has any 
other feature of her work. Yale 
graduates take great pride in the 
work of their athletic teams and 
follow their success or failure years 
after they have left their alma mater. 
Yale athletic teams have become a 
Yale tradition, and it is difficult to 
think of Yale's athletic system or 
tradition being much changed. 

Yale has already done much to 
raise the standard of collegiate ath- 
letic endeavor. With Prof. R. N. Cor- 
wln as chairman of the Yale Athletic 
Committee some few years ago, Dean 
LeBaron B* Briggs, chairman of the 
Harvard committee, and Dean How- 
ard McClenahan, chairman of the 
Princeton committee, these three 
gentlemen, all of whom are Intensely 
interested in college athletics of the 
higher type, gradually raised the 



France has long beon almost with- 
pp; silver money. The unprecedent- 
ed rise in the vtluë of silver ani the 
rail in the value of the franc, which 
made the Intrinsic value of the silver 
franc much higher than the nominal 
value of the same piece, were tho 
principal . causes of the almost total 
disappearance of silver currency. 

The silver coins were hidden or 
they were melted and made into 
jewelry, or they were carried inta 
Switzerland where they could be sold, 
not as French francs,, but as Swiss 
francs, which are twice as high. 

In consequence of the decline in the 
value in silver in these latter weeks, 
silver coins are beginning to reappear 
in France. They are still -O.remoly 
rare, and probably will be- for some 
time to come. ,,Pafter money, even for 
the smallest sums, , is .practically the 
only currency. But the motive for 
hiding or for selling French sliver U. . 
now less strong. 

During 60 yearB, from 1864 to the 
end of July, 1914', the French mint 
struck 485,000,000 francs worth of sil- 
ver coins. During the war a much 
larger omission was made. From 
August. 1914, to May, 1920, at which 
date the issue of silver was suspended, 
C68.000.000: franca ' ' worth 1 ""of silver 
was turned but. The total In circu- 
lation ought then to be 1,053,000,000 
francs, from which should be sub- 
tracted about-. 85,000,000 francs for 
pieces used, :ost and melted, and 180,- 
000,000 francs of the Napoleon III. 
Issue, which was demonetized. There- 
fore there are 800,000,000 francs nom- 
inally in circulation, but in reality n 
silver coin is as rare as a gold coin. 

At London, which is the centre of 
the world's market for precious 
metals, the record price for silver was 
reached in February, 1920; 89%d. wns 
charged for the' ounce, although he- 
fore the war the' price was about 25J. 
Tn June, 1920, "silver had dropped to 
44d. In September It rose to 60. 
At present It stands at about 37. 

Thus the pre-war price is being ap- 
proached, but for France there still 
remains the problem of the rate ot 
exchange. '• France has to pay double 
these amounts !ri her owri money to 
obtain silver, and' it is therefore qulto 
"nlikelv that fresh silver coins will 
be put into circulation for some time. 
-In spite of the continued difficul- 
ties, these French citizens who had 
piled up their silver because th-sy 
were afraid of paper money are be- 
ginning to have confidence again, and 
are tired of keening in their possess- 
slon useless money. Silver is slowly 
coming'Coùt ôf'ifs h!dïng ; 'plac'es.
